Guthrie, Ok., July 12.—Seventy-five 
opinions were handed down by the 
state supreme court today and sixty 
days additional time was granted the 
express companies operating in Ok­ 
lahoma to brief their case on appeal 
from the state corporation commis- 
4. sion order lowering rates between 
Oklahoma points. 
There was no intimation by the 
court of an early opinion in the state 
capital removal case, nothing being 
revealed whether the case has even 
been assigned to a justice for prep­ 
aration of an opinion. 
An opinion that means thousands 
of dollars to County Judges on In­ 
dian Territory side of the state was 
given by Chief Justice Dunn in Gard­ 
ner vs. State, from Hughes county, 
holding that prior to the act of the 
1910 legislatures, County Judges were 
not required to pay over to the coun­ 
ties fees collected under an act of 
congress for approving the convey­ 
ances of interests of full-blood In­ 
dian heirs in the lands of deceased 
allottees of the Five Civilized Tribes. 
In reversing, with instructions to 
dismuss, Justice S. W. Hayes, in Jef­ 
ferson vs. Winkler, from Muskogee 
county, holds: “A minor, males under 
H aa* females under 18, do not ac- 


sell his or her allotted lands inde 
* pendent of the jurisdiction and su­ 
pervision of the Probate courts of 
the state.” 
Another important opinion in In­ 
dian matters is by Justice M. J. Kane 
in affirming Boudinot vs. Morris, from 
Cherokee 
county, 
holding: 
“While 
persons who intermarried with Chero­ 
kee Indians after Nov. I, 1875, are 
not entitled to share in the allot­ 
ment of the lands or the distribu­ 
tion of any of the funds belonging to 
the Cherokee Nation and are not en­ 
titled to be enrolled for such pur­ 
poses.” 
Justice R. L. Williams, in affirming 
Gal breath vs. Kolachney, from Ok- 
mulgee county, a contest over a val­ 
uable oil lease, holds: “Oil and *gas, 
while in the earth, unlike solid min­ 
erals, are not the subject of owner­ 
ship distinct from the soil, and the 
grant of the oil and gas is therefore 
a grant not of the oil that is in the

FOREST FIRES 
UNDER CONTROL 


Giant Trees In the Sequoia National 
Park Have Been Saved. 


Washington, July 12.-The forest 
fires which have been ranging in the 
Sequoia national park for the last 
few days are believed to be under 
control and the famous giant trees 
out of danger, according to a tele­ 
gram received at the interior de­ 
barment yesterday from the super­ 
intendent of the park. 
The flames started at IO o’clock 
friday morning near the mouth of 
Tharp creek and traveled in a north­ 
erly direction, consuming brush, un­ 
til they reached the timber on the 
high ground east of the Crescent 
meadow, threatening the red woods 
there. The fires moved in the direc­ 
tion of Buck canyon, but the superin­ 
tendent believed that further prog­ 
ress would be prevented. 
No fires on the national forest re­ 
serves have been reported to the 
forest service.

Rev. Hendrick is large any way 
you take him, physically, intellect­ 
ually or spiritually.

After this the evangelist went strait 
into his theme for the evening, and 
struck hard and heavy to the close.

"We do not need to be greater, but 
better and faithful men will be the 
men that God will depend on,” con­ 
tinued the Rev. Kendrick. 
The minister believes in coopera­ 
tion rather than controversy with the 
different denominations, saying that. 
"I am glad that we have reached the 
time when we can shake hands and 
end controvery. The world is not ask­ 
ing so much of our theology as so 
much of our hearts.” 
He touched on the saloon question 
long enough to say that it was not a 
dead issue and urged the fight against 
the saloons to be kept up, taking the 
view that if the right kind of soldiers 
were listed in the fight there would 
be a day when this country would 
be rid of sin and evil places. The 
weapons needed in the fight is pray­ 
er, the old time power that never 
fails, and earnestness. “There is no 
patent on religious weapons needed 
to fight sin.” 
The minister concluded by stating 
that judging from the size of the con­ 
gregation and interest manifested that 
God would give us a great revival 
and Ada for Christ. “If the religion 
of Jesus Christ feeds the hungry, 
saves the drunkard, and clothes the 
needy. God gives us a great tidal 
wave of religion in this country.”

Alaskan Situation 
Has Given

Beverly, Mass., July 12.—President 
Taft talked politics today with Sena­ 
tor Crane, of Massachusetts, Attor­ 
ney General W ickerham , and Sec­ 
retary Nagel of the departm ent of 
commerce of labor. Extreme reticence 
was displayed by every body and no 
statem ent other than that the gener­ 
al situation was discussed could be 
obtained. The president was reported 
tonight to be well satisfied with gen­ 
eral conditions and hopeful of re­ 
publican success “all along the line.” 
It was defintely determined this aft­ 
ernoon that Attorney General Wick­ 
er sham 
shall 
accompany Secretary 
Nagel to Alaska. 
The situation in 


that far-off territory has given the 
president much concern. Serious fac­ 
tional fights have been in progress 
there for several years. Extreme bit­ 
terness bas been displayed. 
The delegate from Alaska, M. Wick- 
ersham, who is no relation to the at­ 
torney 
general, 
is 
at 
loggerheads 
with the adm inistration. 
The president has found it neces­ 
sary lately to remove a number of 
Alaskan officials. Several of the men 
whom he appointed to succeed these 
failed of confirmation and made it 
necessary for the president to resort 
to recess appointments. 
Mr. Taft wants as much first-hand 
intormation as he can get on the sit­ 
uation so as to shape his future 
course with reference to Alaskan af­ 
fairs. He believes that the attorney 
general and Mr. (Nagel can bring him 
this information. 
While in Alaska, 
Secretary 'Nagel will look into the 
salmon fishries and will also investi­ 
gate the ligfyt house situation.
